Sandford Fleming Suggests a State Owned 
Service by Land and by Sea for 
British Empire. 



Sir Sunford Fleming opens the twenti- 
eth century with a highly important sug- 
gestion, to tlie effect that the' British 
Empire should nationalize the telegraph 
system by land and sea. lie has sent 
the following letter to lion. William 
Mu lock, post master-general: 

Ottawa, Jan. 1, 1001. 

Sir,— On the opening of tin- new year, 
I beg leave to submit the following re- 
marks on a subject connected with your 
department. I believe the views ex- 
pressed will meet with your sympathy 
and the sympathy of the government, as 
the subject is of great interest not only 
to the people of Canada, but to all other 
British people. 

The change of the century is a peculiar 
ly striking epoch to Her Majesty's sub- 
jects throughout the world, when regard- 
ed as coincident with a turning point in 
the history of the Empire. To-day 
another British nation enters on .its con- 
stitutional career, to dominate in another 
quarter of the globe, and it seems to me 
that t Ills is an opportune moment to 
consider u subject which affects Canada 
in common with Australia. 

A few weeks ago the Home govern- 
ment, with the governments of Canada, 
New South Wales, Victoria, Queensland 
and New Zealand, completed a long- 
delayed arrangement, by jointly con- 
tracting for the establishment of the 
Pacific cable. This act of co-operation 
involved the adoption of an entirely new 
principle in connection with ocean cables, 
that is to say, joint state -ownership. 
This principle was first mooted in n. re- 
port on the progress of the Canadian 
Pacific railway laid before parliament in 
1880. It was proposed by the Canadian 
delegates to the colonial conference of 
1887, again at the conference of 1894, 
and ever since these conferences, in sea- 
son and out of season, it has been stren- 
uously advocated. It was recommended 
by the Imperial cable committee in their 
report of 1897. At length the principle 
has boon adopted, and its adoption is In 
my judgment of far-reaching import- 
ance. If closely followed up, I nm satis- 
fied that the Pacific cable, established as 
now determined, will prove to he the 
harbinger of a complete system of state- 
owned telegraphs, by land and sea, rami- 
fying throughout the whole British Em- 
pire. 

At one time the British Empire was 
limited to the British islands ill Europe, 
known as the United Kingdom, but from 
various causes the ting now Hies over 
vast territories in the four quarters of 
the globe. As a matter of exact know- 
ledge, the United Kingdom occupies but 
a trifle more than 1 per cent of Iht whole 
superficial area under Her Majesty's 
rule. 

An entirely new empire, consisting of 
many nations, is steadily being evolved, 
and wo cannot fail to recognize the 
vital importance of providing the best 
possible means of bringing each member 
of the British family of nations into the 
closest possible contact with all other 
ineinbers. But as wide seas and oceans 
intervene, the desired end can only be 
accomplished by means of the electric 
wire. 

Electric cables have to some extent 
been already employed for a number of 
years, and they have served a provi- 
sional purpose, but they are now wholly 
inadequate. In the progress or events 
since these cables were first established 
a quarter of a century ago, in some in- 
stances circumstances have altered, new 
conditions have arisen, and new needs 
have been developed, demanding modifi- 
cation and change. The existing lines 
of telegraph between distant portions of 
the Empire, pass in part through foreign 
countries or traverse shallow seas in 
proximity thereto, where at a critical 
moment "they are liable to speedy inter- 
ruption. Moreover, these lines have been 
established by private companies, who 
exact oppressive rates. Not a few 
Canadians are by painful experience dur- 
ing the past year familiar witli the ex- 
tortionate charges on messages between 
the Dominion and South Africa. The 
companies, too. not content with having 
long received heavy government subsi- 
dies and having been rewarded for their 
enterprise by enormous profits, have, by 
force of a combination, created a power- 
ful monopoly detrimental to the public 
interests. Complaints "a re frequent and 
well-founded. In the Times of Novem- 
ber 14, 1000, there are letters from Sir 
Edward Sassoon, M. P., and Lord 
George Hamilton, secretary for India, on 
the telegraph rates between India and 
Europe, .vhich corroborate the facts here 
stated. In one of these letters the effect 
of the combination is referred to as 
" mediaeval thraldom." The allied com- 
panies have taken every means to 
strengthen their monopoly, and since the 
colonial conference of 1SS7 have left 
nothing undone to defeat the project of a 
Pacific cable. The friends of the 
Pacific cable have, however, never re- 
laxed their efforts on its behalf, and one 
reason above nil others why they have 
peruistcd against adverse influences and 
patiently struggled to overcome every 
obstacle, is the vitally important fact 
that the Canadian route between Eng- 



land and Australia is absolutely the only 
route by which the globe may be girdled 
by an all-British chain of telegraphs. 

It is well known that it has fallen to 
my lot for many years to take an active 
interest in a Pan-Britannic system of tel- 
egraphic cables. Last month I addressed 
the Governor-General of the new com- 
monwealth of Australia on the subject, 
and specially directed His Excellency's 
attention to a striking peculiarity of the 
electric telegraph, which it will be im- 
possible to turn to public advantage 
while the cables and telegraphs of t ho 
Empire are controlled by a combination 
of private companies. The cost of send- 
ing a message by telegraph is not, as is 
generally supposed, governed by distance. 
1: is true that the companies charge ac- 
cording to distances, but this is simply an 
expedient for obtaining from the tele- 
graphing public large profits. As a mat- 
ter of fact, there is practically no more 
current outlay incurred in transmitting 
long than In transmitting .short distance 
messages. It may be contrary to prac- 
tice, it may not agree with preconceived 
ideas, but it is a fact nevertheless, that 
there is no known means by which com- 
munications may be sent at less 1 actual 
cost than by telegraph. A mail or a let- 
ter cannot be conveyed by railway ot 
cecan. steamer without the consumption 
of coal and expenditure on machinery, on 
oil, in wages and other things to keep the 
train or ship in motion. The expenditure 
is constant for every hour, anil continu- 
ous for every mile. The circumstances 
are entirely different in the case of the 
telegraph; when once established, equip- 
ped with instruments and manned by op- 
erators, messages may be transmitted one 
hundred or one thousand miles, with as. 
much ea.se and at no greater actual cost 
than one mile. 

This remarkable anomnly, added to 
the equally remarkable, although better 
known fact, that transmissions by tho 
electric wire are instantaneous, points to 
a system of state-owned cables .and tele- 
graphs as the ideal means of communica- 
tion for an Empire under such condi- 
tions as ours. If it be the case, and it is

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indisputable, that long distance messages 
can he sent at no more actual outlay than 
shore distance messages, we have happily 
a means at our command, which, if we 
have the wisdom and forethought to ap- 
ply it, will greatly tend to unify and con- 
solidate the widely scattered portions of 
the Empire. 

In the determination to establish a 
trans-Pacific cable from Canada to Aus- 
tralia, the'lirst essential step is now tak- 
en. It should be followed by state- 
cables from Australia across the Indian 
ocean to India and to Africa, thence 
through tho Atlantic, to the west Indies 
and to England, as set forth in my letter 
to Mr. Chamberlain of October 28, lS'.KS, 
and in other documents made public. 
With our whole telegraph system nation- 
alized as suggested, 1 do not hesitate to 
say that messages will be transmitted to 
nnd from the most distant British posses- 
sions at one-eighth or one tenth the rates 
now levied by the companies. 

A single word in conclusion. Of lata 
we have witnessed great events occurring 
in rapid succession, and the evolution of 
the Empire making steady progress. To- 
day we stai.d at the opening of a new 
chapter in our history. If it has been 
decreed by a wise Providence that there 
shall be a galaxy of nations under one 
sovereign, so aptly indicated by the 
prime minister, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, wo 
have indeed a high purpose before \m, and 
we must bo true to our duty and our des- 
tiny. The subjects of the Queen must 
see to it that the rivets of a gigantic mon- 
opoly are loosened. There must be no 
isolation or partial isolation of any of 
our sister states. British subjects in 
Canada, in Australia, in New Zealand, 
in India, in Africa, as- well :i« in the 
Mother Country, must unite in securing 
complete emancipation from the grasp of 
the great 'cable combine.' Thirty years, 
ago it became expedient for parliament to 
expropriate the then existing lines and 
nationalize the telegraphic service of the 
United Kingdom. Experience has prev- 
ed the wisdom of that policy and furnish- 
ed irrefragable reasons for its general ap- 
plication. 

At the threshold of the twentieth 
century, high Imperial interests demand 
the cheapest possible telegraph transmis- 
sion, and the greatest possible freedom of 
intercourse between all the subjects of 
Her Majesty wherever thev may be do- 
miciled around the globe. I respectfully 
submit therefore, thnt action cannot be 
taken a day too soon to nationalize ohm 
(olographic system by land and sea 
throughout the whole Empire.

Lord Roberts Loses No Time 
in Getting Back to 
Harness. 



London, Jan. 4.— Advices from Cape- 
town this morning are more hopeful, ow- 
ing to the active recruiting of local forces 
and a better feeling prevails in London, 
based upon the prospects of Lord Hub- 
erts taking the reins of war. 

From Sydney, N. S. W., it is reported 
that there is quite a rush of men there- 
anxious to join the new contingents, live- 
thousand having volunteered. 'The re- 
ports of Lord Kitchener's conference with> 
burghers also tends to remove anxiety. 

According to the Daily Express, Lord 
Kitchener has warned the mine owners 
that they must not count on military pro- 
tection. 

Capetown, Jan. 3. — The military auth- 
orities are preparing for all contingencies. 
It has been decided to transfer the Boer 
prisoners from the camps to transports. 

Partners coming into Carnarvon de- 
scribe the Boers as travelling In parallel 
columns, with numerous flanking parties 
sweeping the country of horses, plunder- 
ing loyalists and carrying off everything 
eatable. It appears that they are nc- 
companed by strings of pack horses, 
lightly loaded. 

Colesburg telegraphs that Kritsinger's 
commando is crossing the Middleberg 
district, but is getting few, if any, re- 
cruits. 

Here in Capetown such business men 
as are unable to leave are organizing it 
town guard, composed of the loading citi- 
zens. The commercial companies have 
asked the mayor to call a mass meeting, 
to urge the government to suppress dis- 
loyal newspapers and to proclaim martial; 
law. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the Canadian pre- 
mier, replying to Sir John Gordon 
Sprigg's thanks to the Canadians' con- 
tingent, cables the Cape Colony Premier 
as follows: "Canada will be repaid for 
the little she has done if her example- 
helps to bring pence, harmony and confi- 
dence among all Her Majesty's subjects 
In South Africa." 

The British battleship Monarch to-dny 
landed men nnd guns to relieve the 
troops for service northward. It is be- 
lieved the guns will bo sen': up the coun- 
try. 

Five hundred citizens enlisted to-day, 
the emolment being very active. It is- 
hoped ihe first batch of mounted men 
will leave within three days for Worces- 
ter. They are to hold the passes of 
the mountains and to protect the railway- 
tunnel. The organization is rough and 
ready nnd not troubled with much drill 
or special uniform. Horses are scarce- 
Six thousand five hundred South Afri- 
can irregulars have been recruited dur- 
ing the last eight weeks. 

The Boers in the Transvaal have been.' 
exceedingly active for the last, day or so, 
daily attacking trains, convoys and iso- 
lated posts. In some instances they 
have been repulsed, find the railways 
are now working more regularly. 

A commando is supposed to be ID the 
mountains dividing Middlehurg and 
Granf Reinet, but cannot be exactly 
located. 

The invaders in the west, who were 
expected at Frazerhurg to-day, have 
altered their course, and are moving "i 
the direction of Williston, to the north- 
west. The British have occupied Frnzer- 

U The Boers in Rechuanaland have again, 
been joined by the inhabitants, who once- 
before rebelled. Commandos are re- 
ported to he at Blikfontein. Boetsaiv ami 
Danielskiul. Their objective is believetf 
to be Griquatown, which is occupied by- 
the British. 

London, Jan. 8.— Lord Roberts went' 
to-day from Buckingham Palace to the 
war office, where be formally took over 
the work of commander-in-chief of the 
forces. He will begin attending tho 
war ofllce at regular hours to-morrow. 
The war office, the West End Clubs and 
the public buildings were illuminated this 
evening. Tho thoroughfares were nnusn- 
allv. crowded, and the holiday spirit was 
evident, but there was little of ine dis- 
order and drunkenness of the previous 
war celebrations.

Winkler resigned his seat to contest las- 
gar against Richardson, Independent, and 
after bis defeat, Was again elected for his- 
old constituency by a small majority. It 
is understood the protest is intended as 
an offset to the petition filed by the Lib- 
erals against Richardson.

Pitheriok, of Chase river, was committed 
for trial this afternoon on two counts for 
robbery, one from R. Trevella, on New 
Year's night, the other from the Cliase 
house, Cranberry district, two years ago. 
Some sensational developments are prom- 
ised at the trial. 



LONDON & GLOBE. 

Committee of Brokers Will Inquire Into- 
tho Collapse. 

London, Jan. 3. — A number of brokers 
held a meeting to-day and discussed the 
recent failures and the collapse of the 
London & Globe Finance Corporation, 
Ltd. They appointed a committee to in- 
vestigate some of the transactions of the 
Loudon & Globe, and Jo inquire into its- 
present position.

Welcomed 

In London 



Lord Roberts Received With Great 
foy by Multitudes of 
People. 



Driven to Buckingham Palace 
Through Crowded and 
Decorated Streets. 



Southampton, Juu. 3.— A dense fog this 
morning disarranged the programme hero 
lor the reception of Field Marshal Lord 
Roberts, and it was an hour after the 
appointed time when lie arrived. 

Amid scenes of geat juhiliatiou, com- 
mingled with cheering and the .singing 
of patriotic airs to the accompaniments 
of the bands of music, Lord Roberts 
landed and drove through the richly- 
decorated streets to the Hartley inwti- 
tute. 

The mayor, surrounded by the mem- 
bers of the corporation, iu full robes of 
office, presented him with the freedom ot 
the city in a gold casket. The institute 
was crowded to its capacity, and there 
was a remarkable demonstration aa the 
Field Marshal, in the uniform of Jii.-s 
rank, stepped on a raised platform. The 
proceedings were most brief. Lord, 
Roberts in a few words of thanks refer- 
red to the war in terms similar to those 
which he used yesterday. 

On returning to the railroad station, 
he was greeted with continuous plaudits 
from the assembled throngs. 

At il:30 a.m. the Field -Marshal's train 
started for London. 

London, Jan. 15.— Lord Roberts reached 
Paddington station only 20 minutes be- 
hind the schedule time. As he descend- 
ed from his saloon carriage to the plat- 
form of the. elaborately decorated rail- 
way station, he was greeted by the 
Prince of Wales, the Princess of Wales, 
the Duke and Duchess of York, the 
Duke of Oonnaught and the Duke of 
Cambridge. The members of the royal 
family shook hands heartily with the 
Field" Marshal, while the bauds played 
the National Anthem. The Prince of 
Wales engaged Lord Roberts in a con- 
versation of some length. 

After congratulations had been ex- 
changed, Lord ltoberts walked with the 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of York and 
tho adjutant-general, Gen. Sir Evelyn 
Wood, and reviewed the guard of hon- 
or. The veteran field marshal, who ap- 
peared to be in perfect health, w ! th pink 
cheeks, bore himself jauntily and with 
evident enjoyment. He walked down 
each rank, saluting with his left hand, as 
his right hand is still in a sling, speaking 
to the sergeants and personally picking 
out a private for u few words, recalling 
previous service together. 

The returning field marshal was pre- 
sented with an address from the 
municipality of Paddington. 

After Lord Roberts had replied, the 
procession was formed, the headquarters 
staff:, in six carriages, following imme- 
diately behind the field marshal, who 
occupied a state carriage, escorted by In- 
dian cavalry. The secretary of state 
for war. Mr. William St. John Broiler- 
iek, and the secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, were sented in another carriage. 
A detachment of cavalry brought up the 
rear. 

The party proceeded to Buckingham 
Palace by way of Hyde Park and Picca- 
dilly. Deafening cheers greeted the field 
marshal and new commander-in-chief of 
the forces along all parts of the route. 
Clubland was ablaze with color, and the 
greatest enthusiasm prevailed. 

At Buckingham Palace the Guards 
were drawn up in the quadrangle. It 
was 2:30 o'clock and everybody was very 
hungry, but Lord Roberts would not go 
to luncheon until he had inspected the 
Guards. Accompanied by a few officers, 
he walked between the lines of the 
towering men. 

THE LUNCHEON. 

Ali the royal ladies were in half- 
mourning, and most of the guests in 
neutral or sombre tints. The rrincoss 
of Wales wore black, with a cream vest. 
Princess Louise had ti costume of black 
velvet, with touches of mauve; and 
Mrs. Joseph Chamberlain was in black. 

The tables were beautiful with gold 
plate and (lower decorations. In the 
centre of each was a big gold cup. At 
the high table in the centre, Lord Rob- 
erts, looking fatigued but triumphant, 
sat between the Princess of Wales and 
Princess Victoria of Wales. The Prince 
of Wales sat between Lady Roberts and 
the Duchess of Argyle. At the same 
table sat the Duchess of York, the Duke 
of Oonnaught, the Puke of Cambridge, 
Lord Salisbury and Lord Selborne. The 
second table, beaded by the Duke of 
York, included Mr. and Mrs. Chamber- 
lain. 

There wore only two toasts — one to the 
Queen and the other to Lord Roberts,. 

The Prince of Wales, proposing the 
health of the Field Marshal, said: "It 
is my pleasure, on behalf of the Princess 
nnd ot all the members of the royal 
family, in tho Queen's name to welcome 
Lord Roberts homo from the distant 
country where be has commanded our 
gallant army in very difficult and trying 
circumstances. 

When the inspection was over, Lor 'I 
Roberts, the members of the royal 
family and generals went into the palace 
and had a private luncheon, and the 
crowds dispersed. 

"I am glad (o think the war is now 
nearly approaching conclusion. We con- 



gratulate Lord Roberts upon tho gre;>t 
success he has achieved, and upon seeing 
him safe back. In the name of all pres- 
ent 1 wish to express our delight at find- 
ing Lord Roberts accompanied by his 
wife and two daughters, especially the 
one whose health recently caused so 
much anxiety." 

After folic. ting Lord Roberts upon the 
reception tendered him by the citizens 
and the soldiers, the Prince went op to 
say: " It was such a reception as will 
be extended to all Englishmen who do 
their duty. His Lordship and I have 
known each other so long that it fills my 
heart with joy to see the gallant soldier 
home again. No one could offer him 
heartier welcome than those who hnve 
assembled here. I propose his good 
health." 

The speech of the Prince was fre- 
quently interrupted by cries of "Hear, 
hoar," and the whole company rose to 
honor the toast. Lord Roberts, reply- 
ing, said: 

"Your Royal Highness and My Lords 
and Ladies and Gentlemen: I am deeply 
sensible of the honor Your Royal High- 
ness with the Princess and the Duke nnd 
Duchess of Oonnaught paid me in com- 
ing to see me at Padington Station, and 
1 appreciate very highly the kind and 
Mattering words in which Your Royal 
Highness has proposed my health. My 
heart is full of joy at the unexpected 
and magnificent honor with which lier 
Majesty the Queen has been graciously 
pleased to reward my endeavors in South 
Africa, and at the splendid welcome 
which the public and England have 
given me." 

Mr. William St. John Rroderick. sec- 
retary of state for war, gave a dinner 
this evening in honor of Lord Roberts, 
at which the Prince of Wales, Duke of 
Oonnaught, Duke of Cambridge, Prime 
Edward of Saxe-Weimar, Lord Wolse- 
ley, Mr. Chamberlain and other notables 
were present. 

Capetown, Jan. 3.— Gen. Kitchener 
has sent a despatch to Gen. Foresticr- 
Walker, in command of British forces In 
Capetown, saying: 

" I am glad to bear of the ministers' 
netion. Give them all the assistance i."

Ask the 
Premier to inform me if I can help in 
any way. Inform him that the enemy 
are few but very mobile.

The com- 
mission resolved to attempt negotiations, 
and accordingly, in response to a sugges- 
tion, Lord Kitchener attended u meeting 
of the' commission on December 21, and 
addressed the meeting.

Another Vessel Has Been Sight- 
ed Bottom Upwards off 
the Coast. 



Ship Andrada Missing —The 
Dirigo Collides With an 
v Iceberg. 



Tho tale of disaster 'as a result of the 
recent heavy gales continues to grow. 
Another wreck, in which many lives 
seem to have been lost, is reported by 
Capt. Johnson of the schooner W. V. 
Jewett, which arrived at San Francisco 
from Astoria on Wednesday. Capt. 
Johnson reports that on December 21, 
■when southwest of Cape Mendocino, he 
sighted an unknown vessel, bottom up. 
It was about 150 feet in length, and 
stood 10 feet out of water. This 
another vessel besides the upturned 
schooner reported by the master of the 
schooner Sacramento, which was 
schooner of 50 or GO tons, and which has 
since been identified, us told in these 
columns yesterday, as the schooner 
Joseph and Henry. 

Another wre'.'k is reported by the 
Chilian bark Temuco, which litis arrived 
on the Sound from San Francisco. This 
vessel reports having passed a wrecked 
ship near the Vancouver Island shores 
while en route to the Sound. Shipping 
men of Sun Francisco, according to a 
despatch from there, believe the vessel 
sighted by the Chilian schooner to be the 
British ship Andrada, which arrived oil 
the mouth of the Columbia river 24 days 
ago from Santa Itosalia, and. after tak- 
ing a pilot on board, was blown to sea 
"by the recent gales, and has not been 
seen since. Fears are expressed on the 
Columbia that she has been lost with all 
■on board. A similar fate happened the 
ship Cadzow Forest five years ago. She 
arrived olT the Columbia, and, after tak- 
ing a pilot on board, was blown out to 
sea. She was never heard of again. 
The revenue cutter Ferry has been sent 
from Astoria to search for the Andrada. 

Other overdoes for which much anti- 
cipation is held are the Castle Rock, 
from Hongkong for Victoria, and tht 
Itathdown, for Portland from Yoko- 
hama. The latter is now out 01! days, 
and very little hope is held for her. The 
Castle Rock is out 70 days from Hong- 
kong for this port, and re-insurance is] 
quoted at !!() per cent, on her. 

The British ship Pnngwern is fully 
due from Liverpool. She is now out 132 
days, which is a long passage. She i 
looked for daily. The Pengwern i 
bringing a full cargo of general mor 
chandise for Victoria and. A'uncouver 
merchants, consigned to R. P. Rithet &

STRUCK AN ICEBERG. 

Tug Lome Reports That the Dirigo Was 
Damaged by Colliding With Ice. 

Tug Ivorne arrived from .Timenu yes- 
terday with the barge Colorado, laden 
with concentrates for Tacoma from the 
Treadwell mines. The Lome, which 
was delnyed by heavy weather with 
snow storms in northern waters, brings 
news of a serious accident to the steamer 
Dirigo. That vessel collided witli an 
iceberg while steaming through Gas- 
tineaux channel on December 28, on her 
way to Juneau. The well-known vessel 
of the Alaska Steamship Company had 
a narrow escape from being wrecked in 
her collision with the iceberg. As it 
was, her stem was badly shattered below 
the water line, and the steamer began 
to leak. It was dark when the accident 
occurred, and the Dirigo was going 
under a full bond of steam, when, about 
twenty miles south of the Treadwell 
mini's, where th" tug Lome was lying 
awaiting her tow, she crushed into the 
iceberg. The steamer continued on fo 
Juneau, where she was temporarily re- 
paired, and was to sail on December 2!) 
for Sitka and the south.

STATE-OWNED TELEG RAPHS. 

We publish this morning a letter ad 
dressed by Sir Saadford Fleming to llio 
Postmaster-General of Canada. It ia 
one of the most interesting and suggestive, 
documents that have been made public in 
a long time. Sir Sandford begins with 
the noteworthy suggestion that a series 
of government-owned telegraphic cables 
should girdle the world, uniting all parte 
of the Biitish Empire, and leads up to 
the suggestion that all the telegraph 
lines in the Empire, either by land or sea, 
shall be expropriated, and that thereafter 
telegraphing shall be done at actual cost. 
The impetus which such a step would 
give, not only to Imperial consolidation, 
but to the development of business inter- 
course between the various portions of 
Her Majesty's dominions, is vast beyond 
calculation. 

A tact not generally linde-rstood is, 
pointed out in the letter, namely, that, 
c-rcept for the capital expense necessary 
In the first instance, the cost of sending 
messages by wire is substantially the 
name for all distances. When one comes 
to think of it. there ought to be greater 
reason for sending telegraphic messages 
for a uniform charge for all distances 
than for carrying letters for a uniform 
rate of postage, no matter how rcmota 
their destination may be. Telegraphic 
communication has become a necessity, 
whether regarded from a polit ical, a com- 
mercial or a social standpoint, and it is 
unfitting that anything so essential to the 
well-being of the Empire, and the com- 
fort and convenience of the people, should 
be allowed to remain the property of a 
private corporation. 

It is in every way proper that Sir Sand- 
ford Fleming should be the person ! 
propound this far-reaching idea. Amoi 
Canadians, indeed, one might go furthe 
and say, among the leaders of civilization 
no one has done more to develop inter- 
Imperial communication than he. His 
name is inseparably connected with the 
history of the Canadian Pacific railway, 
and since his connection with that great 
enterprise ceased, he has been foremost 
in promoting the Pacific cable. His sug- 
gestion will attract great attention, and 
we believe will lie productive of result*. 



LOOK LNG FORWARD. 

In this article we are going to look for 
ward, but not a very great distance. For 
tunately in British Columbia it is not nc 
ccssary to fix the attention very far in 
the future in order to cover a wide field 
of development and progress. Among 
the things which we see on looking for- 
ward are: 

The construction of a direct lino from 
the Coast to Kootenay, with a connec- 
tion with Victoria. We believe t ho im- 
mediate success of thim enterprise is no 
longer in the domain of uncertainty, and 
that it is not too soon for the public to 

/begin to shape their affairs accordingly. 
We shall he disappointed if the summer 
passes without the lino Ibeing well oil its 
way towards completion, and if it is not 
pushed along With all the energy which 
capital can command. 

The construction of the railway to the 

.north end of Vancouver Island. This 

.lino is one of those that the very near 
future will find under construction. We 
are very hopeful that the Dominion gov- 
ernment will see its way clear to giving 
assistance that will permit work upon it 

;to be begun this year. It is really a 
matter, which will not admit of delay, if 
the best interests of this province and 
Canada are to be considered. It is ea- 

■ eential to the handling of the travel and 
commerce of the North by Canadian lines 

rto and from Canadian cities. , 
The construction of the Canada North- 
cm. This is unquestionalbly a part of 
the settled policy of <tb.'e Dominion gov- 
ernment. In a speech delivered not long 
ago, the Minister of Railways spoke of 

.-the Western connections of the Inter- 



colonial, and it is an open secret that a 
part of his policy is to give the govern- 
ment railway a connection with the Pa- 
cific Coast, so that a duo share of the 
vast commerce to be developed here may 
be handled over it. It is also regarded, as 
wise policy that the Northern and richer 
portion of the great Canadian wheat 
field shall be opened by a line of railway 
independent of the Canadian Pacific. This 
is not a movement hostile to the great. 
Cauadian line, because it contemplates 
the opening of territory not now tributary 
to that railway. 

These throe things mean a revolution in 
the business of the Pacific Coast of this 
province, and it ia as certain as any 
thing _can be that the next three years 
will see them accomplished. No man can 
foresee what this means for our section 
of tho country, and for Victoria especial- 
ly. It means such au advance in the 
value of read estate here as has never 
been experienced in the history of the 
city. It means such au expansion of 
business of all kinds as will cause what 
is now done here to seem small by com- 
parison. It means that new towns will 
he built up and that a great demand for 
building material and labor will be in- 
augurated. It means that the market for 
farm produce will be greatly enlarged. 

But this is not all one sees on looking 
forward to the very near future, for 
among the must prominent things in view 
is the development of metalliferous min- 
ing on Vancouver Island and the Coast 
districts. This great work has at last got 
fairly started. We all can remember how, 
a few years ago, it used to be said that 
Texada was "no good," and a lot o£ 
wiseacres were accustomed, when they 
had nothing elso to do, to spend their 
time in demonstrating that the geological 
formation of Vancouver Island was such 
that there could not be any mines here. 
Put there are many tilings about Vancou- 
ver Island that upset the calculations of 
tho people whom Bret Llart described as 
"geology sharps." When the British As- 
sociation was here, the members of thu 
geological section said that coal mines 
li--' no business to bo on this Island, and 
that their presence here was phenomenal, 
from a geological point of view. We are 
constantly finding out tilings about this 
Island, and when we know all there is to 
be learned, we will see that here .Nature 
lias stored all the elements of industrial 
greatness. 

There are other things besides the 
mines to be taken into account. The geo- 
graphical position of tile Island is to be 
considered in connection with the trade 
shortly to lie built uii iii the Orient, and 
tiiis leads us to point out that on Van- 
couver Island we have probably the most 
valuable forests from a commercial 
point of view, to lie found in the world. 
.Not only are the forests immense, and 
Ihe quality of the timber excellent, but 
they are exceptionally favorably situated 
by reason of their proximity to the sea. 

Depend upon it, the people of this city 
and Island, indeed all the people of the 
Coast, may look forward with the rosiest 
anticipations. Our turn has come. We 
have been waiting some itimo for it, but 
as al! things come to him who waits, so 
industrial and commercial prosperity is 
about to come to Vancouver Island and 
the Coast districts of British Columbia; 
and when the tide sets in, it will come in 
so full a flood that the world will stand 
amazed to think that such an invaluable 
region, so accessible and enjoying so 
many things to make life easy, should 
have so long remained undeveloped. 
"There's a good time coming."

I.N SOUTH AFRICA. 

"The enemy .ire few, but very mobile." 
This was Lord Kitchener's message to 
the commander of the forces in Cape- 
town. It is the inference that would 
have been drawn from the despatches by 
any careful reader. A small parly of 
mounted men, having no connections to 
guard and depending for their living 
upon loot, can harass a district and give 
any amount of trouble to the forces seek- 
ing to arrest (hem. It will take some 
little time to stoji this sort of tiling, 
principally because the people engaged in 
it are quite irresponsible. 

We tire not much disturbed over the 
talk of a rising of the Cape Dutch. 
These people are pot fools. If they 
intended to rebel the time was when the 
Boers bail invaded the colony by organ- 
ized armies. They are not likely to do 
so now simply because a few marauding 
parties are scouring around the country 
hotly pursued by our mounted troops. 

The most interesting question is 
whether or not Dewet has been cut off 
from the south. At last accounts lie 
appeared to be. lie was then retiring 
in a northeasterly direction after having 
been foiled in an attempt to get through 
our lines eastward. He can hardly 
stand this sort of work much longer. 
Until he has been captured or his com- 
mand has been wholly broken up, the 
smaller parties will continue in the field. 
The Boers are slow to learn. They 
have no conception of the actual stnte- of 
affairs. They are said to believe all 
manner of absurd tilings about the con- 
dition of our forces in South Africa and 
Mr. Kruger's status in Europe. This 
makes their subjugation difficult. It is 
worth while considering that there is no 
modern instance of the annexation of a 
large area of country by conquest, that 
is where* tho inhabitants had access to 
the appliances of civilization. Alsace- 
Lorraine was ceded by treaty, so was 
Schleswig-Holstein. The French man- 
aged to conquer Madagascar, after tho 
hardest kind of work against a semi- 
civilized people with little knowledge of 
fighting. Our American neighbors are 
trying to conquer tho Philippines and 
are finding it a very hard job. After 
many disasters the French managed to 
conquer Tonquin, although the inhabit- 
ants wore not up, in the use cf modern 
fighting arms. There is no recent case 
where a nation has conquered a 
people, claiming to bo civilized, with- 
out the intervention of a treaty.

"If into certain sacrificial 
vessels a coin of live drachms be thrown, 
water or wine shall How out and sur- 
round them," so runs the postulate; and 
the illustration accompanying the let- 
terpress shows an ornate vase, with n 
slot at the top for the entry of the coin, 
and a duct on one side for the release of 
the liquid. The explanation of the me- 
chanism inside the vase is very simple; 
the vessel coiitaina another holding the 
wine, and near to the latter is placed a 
vertical rod about which turns a well- 
balanced beam. When the coin is drop- 
ped through the slot it falls on one end 
of this horizontal be.-un, which, being de- 
pressed, opens a valve suspended from 
a chain at the other end, anil the wine 
commences to How out through a pipe. 
When the beam has been depressed to a 
certain angle, the coin falls off, and the 
valve or lid, being counterweightod. 
again descends and closes the outlet so 
that the discharge ceases. This is ex- 
actly the principle upon which our mod- 
ern automatic machines acts, bar such 
later refinements as the return of un- 
suitable coins. Did Hero, we wonder, 
place his machines along the streets of 
Alexandria, which was the most luxur- 
ious and stately city of antiquity ? .'.Vere 
the small boys of Alexandria hauled up 
before the representatives of the Ptole- 
mies for tampering with the machines 
by inserting counterfeit discs of the re- 
quired weight and shape, and sentenced 
to receive six strokes with the rod of 
celskins?

Like 
his successors in the Maine field of inven- 
tion, l'uckle appears to have tried to 
(mat his gun as a company; hence the 
following allusion that is made to it. 
as forming the basis of one of the many 
bubble projects of IT'JD. in a satirical 
print dealing with the wild-cat schemes 
of - the South Sea mania of that year: 
A rare invention to destroy the crowds 
Of Fools at, home, instead of foes 
abroad — 

Fear not. my Friends, this Terrible Ma- 
chine — 

They're only wounded that have shares 
therein. 

After this date we hear nothing more 
of "Pnclde's Machine," and the idea it- 
self lay dormant for another one hun- 
dred and fifty years. . . . 

Barely fifteen years can have elapsed 
since the automatic coin-in-the-slot ma- 
chine appeared in public places' to mip- 
ply customers with cigarettes, matches 
chocolates, sweetmeats, stationery, etc.- 
while in its latest phase this contrivance 
—in conjunction with a lighted street 
lamp— has been made available for the 
automatic purveyance of hot water and 
hot drinks. Surely, it may be thought, 
this extremely utilitarian invention can 
only have been due to the ingenuity of 
the present generation; and it is, there- 
fore, startling to learn that the auto- 
Inatic machine is on- of the oldest pro- 
jects hi everyday U)!e, since it "was 
known a century before Christ, being 
the invention of that great mntlionmti- 
cian. Hero of Alexandria, who flourish- 
ed B.C. 117-81. Hero invented what ho 
termed a "sacrificial vessel which Hows 
only when money is introduced." and a 
full description of this apparatus is con- 
tained in his famous treatise on pndu-

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Kettle River Mines vs BleasdeSI 



(Judgment by Mr. Justice Walkem.! 



Tho following important decision as to 
mining sliaien Is one of several judgments 
delivered by 'Mr Justice Walkem in Hol- 
land at the closing of the court there on 
December 20 last. 

Kettle River Mines, Limited, plaintiff, 
vs. Bleasdell and others, defendants.— 
Judgment of Mr. Justice Walkem. 

The question I have to decide is one of 
considerable importance especially to 
mining companies. It is stated in a "Spe- 
cial Case," which, in substance, Is that 
the plaintiff company was Drst incorporat. 
ed under the provisions of the "•Coin- I 
panics Act, 1890," as the "Kettle River 
Mining & Development Company, Limit- 
ed," and then incorporated as the "Kettle 
River Mines, Limited," under the Com-; 
panics Act of 1S!)7, by virtue of section 
5 thereof, with a capital of $1,200,000, 
represented by that number of shares of 
a stated par value of $1 each. 

Four hundred and five .thousand shares, 
in the original company were issued at, 
their par value, and with a special stip- 
ulation that they should, forever, be non- 
assessable, to Hagelberg and Hagen, as 
the price of the "Christina" mineral claim 
which the company bought from them. 

Thirty thousand shares were set aside 
as "Treasury shares" for the develop- 
ment of the "mine: but they proved to bo 
unsaleable; and 495.000 shares, the bal- 
ance of the 1,200,000, were reserved for 
three promoters, namely, 33,000 for Fear 
and Repass, and 105,000 for one Lang- 
ley. 

Fear and Repass sold 112,000 of tiheh 
allotment, for which certificates were is- 
sued, at their TCQtiofit, direct to the pur- 
chasers; and they abandoned the remain- 
in? 21S.O0O shares. This abandonment, to 
my mind, is a most significant circum- 
stance, for it practically means that they 
threw up n prospective fortune of $218,- 
000, if there is a shadow of truth in the. 
representations made by them to the pub- 
lic, first, as promoters; and next, as trus- 
tees of the company, flint the shares were 
worth $1 each. Moreover, the infer- 
ence is irresistible that these promoters 
knew or thought that the Christina was 
valueless, nnd that they therefore came 
to the conclusion, after foisting 112,000 
shares on the public, nnd thus extorting 
all they could from it. that it would he 
better to throw up the 218,000 shares and 
thus escape the shipwreck which hhey 
saw ahead, than to retain the shares 
and bo engulfed in it. In view of the 
scathing language used by eminent Eng- 
lish judges in similar cases, I consider 
that what T have said is very moderate. 

I have next to consider Langley's shnra 
in the transaction. Amongst other things, 
30,000 shares of his nllotment were, at 
his request, issued in different proportions 
by his colleagues, and "I have no hesita- 
tion in snying co-consptTntors, Fear and 
Repass, (all three being at the time trus- 
tees of the company) direct to the defend- 
ants, who had previously bought them 
from him at do. each, on" the faith of his 
personal statement, which turned out to 
be false; and of the further assurance of 
the company, which was conspicuously 
printed on ihe fnce of the share certifi- 
cates that were shown and issued to them 
and which was also untrue, that the 
shares so paid were "fully paid and non- 
assessable." However, the defendants 
bought, in open market, as it were, and 
not from the company; and they were 
also innocent purchasers, inasmuch as, 
they bought from Langley without notice 
that the oar value of the shares hud not 
been paid. 

Tho company being financially embar- 
rassed, the trustees called a special gen- 
eral meeting for the purpose of re-incor- 
porating it. under the Companies Act, 
1S07, as provided by section 5 of that net; 
and assessing all promoters' shares so as 
to obtain means for rinying its debts. 

At the meeting. 035.01" shares •«••«■<> 
represented, namely. 400.000 vendors, 
and 23.". 010 promoters': but the defend- 
ants' 30,000 shares wore not represent- 
ed. 

The first objection taken by Mr. Gnlt, 
on behalf of the defendants, is that the 
notice given for the holding of the meet- 
ing led his clients to believe that their 
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shares would not be assessed; but the 
notice plainly states Unit the meeting 
would be asked to consent which it event 
ually did by a large majority, to re-incor- 
poration, and to all promoters' shares 
being made assessable. 

A second objection by Mr. Gait is 
that the majority vote, composed, ^ts it 
was, of 400,000 "vendors" votes, was op 
pressive nnd illegal, as it enabled that 
majority to benefit itself at the expense 
I of the minority; but I fail to see this, for 
the vendors had a right to insist upon 
| the debts of the company being paid, and 
! also to Uie mine, which they had trans- 
j ferred to it, being properly developed. 
; See, passim, Menier vs. Hooper's Tele- 
I graph Works, <J Chy. App. 350. 
| In accordance with the decision of tho 
meeting, calls .amounting to 2 cents per 
| share were made on till promotion shares; 
and, as the defendants refused to pay 
them, these proceedings were brought 
with n view of enforcing payment, (Seo 
Act of 1890, S. 34.) 

As 1 have already stnted, the defend- 
ants purchased from Langley, and with- 
out notice that the shares were; not paid 
up. Mr. Nelson, counsel on behalf of tho 
company, "contends that, even under such 
circumstances they are liable for the calls 
by virtue of tho first part of section 20 
of tin' act of 1890. I give the section itP 
full:— 

"20. — Each shareholder, until the whole 
amount of his stock has been paid up, 
shall be individually liable to the credit- 
ors of the company, to an amount equal 
to .t tin t not paid up thereon, but shall not 
be liable to an action therefor by any 
creditor before an execution against the 
company has been returned unsatisfied 
in whole or in part; and the amount due 
on such execution shall, subject to tho 
provisions of the next section, be the 
amount recoverable with costs against 
such shareholder." 

The section evidently refers to a case 
where a creditor sues, and not to a case, 
like the present one, when the company 
sues. Still, tho section is useful, inas- 
much as it shows to what extent a share- 
holder may be made liable in respect of 
his shares. 

Mr. Nelson further contends that, in its 
general effect the section is similar to 
section 25 of the Companies Act (Imp. 
IS97, which enacts that: — "Every share 
in any company shall he deemed to have 
been issued, and to be held, subject to tilt) 
payment of the whole amount thereof in 
cash, unless the same shall have been 
otherwise determined by a contract duly 
made in writing and filed with the regis- 
trar of joint stock companies at, or he- 
fore, the issue of such shares." 

This section is, obviously, more strin- 
gent than our section 20, for nothing 
short of a full cash payment for "paid- 
■ up" shares is to discharge a shareholder 
| from liability to calls; but I agree with 
Mr. Nelson when he says thnt in other, 
respects the two sections are analngoiis, 
or, in pari materia. In Burkinshaw vs. 
Nichols (3 App. Cas., 1,00-1) the effect of 
section 25 was discussed at great length; 
and the unanimous opinion of the house 
of lords was that shareholders in the po- 
sition, for instance, of the defendants 
tire not liable fur calls on shares which 
are marked paid-tip. In that ense, certi- 
ficates wore issued which represented 
the shares to be fully paid up. A person 
to whom some of them were issued — sa 
to Luugley— sold the shares in the ordit 
ary course of business to others — say to 
the present defendants, who bought on 
the faith of their being marked "paid- 
up"' without anything to cause enquiry 
its to whether such was the fact or not; 
and it was decided that, as against such 
purchasers, the company was bound by 
its statement that the shares were paid 
itp, on the ground that it was evidence 
on v. hich, as against the company, a pur- 
chaser was entitled to rely. In his judg- 
ment. Lord Cairns says: "In the course 
of business Cotillon transfers, for valu- 
able consideration, to a transferee, a 
share, ns to which there is a statement 
made in the certificate by the company 
that the money has been paid up. Now, 
I desire to know in what way this sec- 
tion (meaning section 25 of the Imperial 
act) "affects a transfer of that kind. It 
appears to me that it leaves altogether 
untouched the question of the payment 
of the money upon the shares, which pay- 
ment it declares shall, no doubt, be an 
attribute or a condition of every share in, 
the company. Rut how that is to he, 
or what is to be evidence of that payment 
it leaves altogether untouched. If the 
money is paid, and if the receipt is given 
for it, of course, no question could he 
made that the transferee would have tho 
right to hold it as a paid-up share: but if 
a receipt is given for the .money by tho 
company, and the share pusses into this 
hands of a person who has given valu- 
able consideration for it and knows noth- 
ing about the fact that payment lias not 
really taken place, there is nothing what- 
ever in this section which would in any 
way invalidate his title. He comes be- 
fore the court not in any way affecting to 
break in upon the enactment which T 
have read. He says 'I bow to the words, 
of the enactment. I have not in any way 
attempted to interfere with it. but I 
have taken, in the course of business, 
a share, in regard to which I have the 
representation of the company that sec- 
tion 25 has been complied with.' " 

Tho observations of Lords Hatherley, 
Selborne, and Blackburn are to the same 
effect. Lord Hatherloy, in his judgment, 
also says: "Reference was made yester- 
day to a case which decided that it is not 
the duty of a purchaser, if there is noth- 
ing to raise his suspicions, to make com- 
plete researches, which he would, indeed, 
find great difficulty in bringing to a sat- 
isfactory solution, as to whether the cer- 
tificates handed to him, representing a 
given state of things were true. Tt i.-i 
much more expedient for the general saf- 
ety of mankind that the persons whose 
duty it is to make full, true and correct 
representations of this nature should be 
assumed to have mad" (hem nnd 'should 
not be permitted to dispute them, than 
that the person to whom they are made 
should be bound to bestir himself to as- 
certain whether those representations are, 
truly and justly made." 
Lord Blackburn further remarks that 



tho law of estoppel, which he character- 
izes as being an equitable one, is in no, 
way affected or modified by the Com- 
panies Acts. 

Hence the preeent plaintiff company is 
estopped from saying to the defendants 
that the shares, which were issued as 
being "fully paid and uon-atssessnble" 
were not paid up. In other words, the, 
company can not be permitted to appro- 
bate and reprobatu in respect of its certi- 
ficates. 

The position of the defendants appears 
to me to be exceptionally strong, inas- 
much as when application was made for 
the certificates of tho shares they 
bought from Langley, the trustees might 
have put them on their guard by telling 
them, which they failed to do, that the 
shares were not paid up. More than this, 
they might have refused to issue certi- 
ficates marked paid-up when the fact 
was otherwise. 

The last case to which I shall refer is 
that of Hirsche v. Sims, A.C. (1S04), in 
which the Privy Council held (see p. 057) 
that, "It was not competent for trustees 
or directors to issue any shares at a dis- 
count, so as to make the holders liable 
for less than their full amount," and that 
where the shares passed into tho hands 
of bona fide purchasers from the first 
holder, the company would, necessarily, 
be estopped from saying that they were 
not paid up. The Court also held that 
directors, or trustees, who issue such 
shares, are answerable for the difference 
between the price received for them nnd 
their par valu. 

To state the effect of these decisions} 
tersely and as applied to the present case, 
the House of Lords, virtually, says to an 
intending investor in shares: "If you 
buy shares at 10 cents each on certifi- 
cates which represent them to be of a 
par value of $1 each 'paid-up' direct from 
the company, you are liable for the dif- 
ference between the 10 cents and the par 
value, because you knew at the time you 
bought that you bad not paid their face 
value. If, however, you have bought 
these same shares in the open market, 
on the same certificates and at the same 
price, you are not responsible for the pay : 
moot of the difference, as you are en- 
titled to rely on the company's state- 
ment in the certificates that the shares 
are paid up and non-assessable." 

I have been referred to several other 
cases bearing on the same question; hot 
it is needless to mention them in view of 
the above decisions of the House of 
Lords. 

Mr. Nelson lias also contended that the 
proper course for the defendants to have 
taken was not to resist the action, but to 
take proceedings to have the contract un- 
der which they purchased the shares res- 
cinded; and he cited authorities to that 
effect; but these authorities apply to 
eases where the holders of the shares are 
purchasers direct from '.he company, and 
not from a transference, hence they do 
not apply here. 

In view of the above opinions of tho 
House of Lords, judgment must be en- 
tered for the defendants with costs.

New York. Jan. 3.— Tho loan expected 
storm of liquidation broke over the stock 
market to day and swept prices In a tor- 
rent of sellinc on a down ward course, 
which was not effectively clucked even at 
the close of the market. 

Money market maintained a calm surface 
all day. the call loan rate ruliuc at f>'/j per 
cent or below that.

" WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

Victoria Meteorological Office. 20th De- 
cember to 1st January. 
For the first three days of this week ab- 
normally high barometric pressure D*a\au 
ed throughout the North Pacific coast ac 
companied by moderate winds and Reneraus 
cloudy weather and an absence ot rain. 
Luring the night of the 28th this high bar- 
omcter area moved south, giving place < to 
an ocean low area, which crossed tills prov- 
ince to the Territories accompanied by rain 
both here and on the Lower Mainland, 
while In Cariboo It caused a light snow- 

'"i'roni Saturday. 28th, to the end of the 
month extensive high barometer area cover- 
ed the Pacific slope from Northern British 
Columbia to Calltornla.The weather during 
this period was generally line and treat* . 
With light to moderate winds throughout 
this province and the .adjoining states. Uu 
the night of the 31st a decided change In 
the coast weather conditions set In. tne 
hlgh barometer area moved south and east 
in advance of the extensive and Important 
ocean storm which by midnight was center- 
ed oft Vancouver Island. This disturbance 
caused a moderate southeast gale about 
Victoria, and the commencement of a 
phenomenally heavy snowfall on the Lower 
Mainland. By night of New Year s day 
New Westminster reported a fall of 10 in- 
ches, Chiliiwack two feet, Vancouver less 
than a foot, while at Yale there was scarce- 
ly any. Considerable snow tell on the high- 
land around Victoria, while in the city not 
more than .1 Inch of melting snow fell, the 
rest being rain. During this day consider- 
able rain fell along the coast from the 
Straits of Fueil southward to California, 
accompanied by high southerly winds. The 
latter part of this week has been Intensely 
cold In the Territories, the temperature 
ranging from ten below ia'o in Alberta to 
40 below In Manitoba. 

Victoria had 14 hours and 54 minutes 
bright sunshine, .51 Inch of rain, and a 
tenth of an Inch of snow. The highest 
temperature was 48 on the 20th. and the 
lowest was 31 on the 31st. 

At New Westminster there was .2b Inch 
of rain and 20.4 Idles of snow. The high- 
est temperature was 44 on the 20th. and the 
lowest 22 on the 30th and 31st. 1 

Kamloops reports .2 Inch of snow, high- 
est temperature (421. on the 2Gth, and low- 
est (12), on the 30th. 

The highest temperature at Barkervlllo 
was 28 on t.ie 2(ith. ami the lowest zero on 
the 30th.

There has lately passed Into eternnl 
1-es.t, n gentleman, distinguished for his 
learning and brilliant intellectual gifts, 
as well us for hiij fine conversational 
powers ami genial, cheerful temperament. 
We refer to the late William H. Oliver. 
Ksn., who came to Victoria in IS.jS. 
■when n young man, bringing "with him a 
fortune, inherited from his grandfather, 
the late the Hon. Fluvius B. Oliver, of 
Baltimore, Me. With this, be entered 
business life here, and after it few suc- 
cessful years, he retired, invested hi* 
fortune in real estate in Victoria, >aud 
thus identified himself with a place that 
ho implicitly believed had a brilliant fu- 
ture for it. 

He delighted in giving little supper par 
ties to his choice friends, and an occa- 
sional evening party, to which all of his 
large circle of friends were invited. It 
was his intention to build a home here, 
and he even went so far as to have thft 
plans drawn and specifications made out, 
when the sudden death of his idolized 
mother prevented the realization of his 
dream. He 1 ft Victoria in 1S.S4, spend- 
ing a part of each year thereafter in Vic- 
toria, until 1S!)2, since which time he 
hail not visited here, owing, we believe, 
to ill-health. 

lie had a largo circle of musical and 
literary friends in San Francisco, and to- 
gether with his sister, gave numerous en- 
tertainments. 

For some years pn.*£ he had lived the 
life of a recluse, spending the greater por- 
tion of his time in his library, among his 
books, engaged in literary work. He was 
greatly interested in psychical research, 
and the study of occult sciences; and al- 
though invited to join the California 
Psychical Society, preferred to pursue his 
researches into the regions of the un- 
known alone. 

Mr. Oliver had written three works up- 
on these subjects, and was engaged upon 
a fourth, when his pen was suddenly ar- 
rested by that arch-enemy of mankind. 
Death. It was his intention to publish 
them this winter, and we believe that he 
has left lliiis labor of love in able hands. 
As they were intended for the benefit of 
humanity — the writer being a lirm be- 
liever in the 'Fatherhood of God and the 
Brotherhood .of Man"— they will be look- 
ed for with interest by the literary world. 

Mr. Oliver was able to trace his line- 
age in a direct line — on his grandfather's 
Mile — to William the Conqueror. He was 
a native of Newporte City, being the on- 
ly son of the late .lames II. Oliver, Esq., 
and Isabella Mollineux Pugslcy, of that 
city. He was also n cousin of* the Hon. 
William Pugslcy, attorney-general of 
New Brunswick, and purposed visiting 
bis relatives in St. John last year. 

Ho leaves an only sister in San Fran- 
cisco, lately returned from the Bast, on- 
ly to ln> met by this crushing blow, which 
leaves her practically alone in the world. 

Many will miss the charitable hand of 
Mr. Oliver, who never turned u deaf ear 
to want, but believed strictly in the 
text, "Let not thy left hand know what 
thy right hand doetsh," therefore his 
charities were performed quietly, and 
without notice. 

Mr. Oliver died suddenly and unexpect- 
edly, after a very short illness, ia the 
prime of iiis strength and usefulness. 
He had finished the light and kept 'the 
faith.— Com.

Ho>.v a Chinese Interpreter En- 
deavored to Victimize the 
Chinese Here. 



Has Been Arrested in Spokane 
—Accused of Imperson- 
ating Officials. 



About live weeks ago, with the llutsam 
of travel which passed through Victoria, 
came Arthur L. Spencer, a Chinese in- 
terpreter, from Sau Francisco.- Ilis vis- 
it was not for his health. A prominent 
Chinese resident yesterday stated that 
while here Spencer made U proposition to 
a number of Chinese, offering to get 
them across the 4'Jth parallel into the 
United Stales, on tile payment of .^75. 
Fifty dollars down was to be paid, or if 
they had not the funds, £0 would do. Af- 
ter the advance was made, Spencer nam 
he would go across the line and send back 
the certificates with which they could gel 
into the United Slates. As far as could 
be learned, his visit here was an U up ro- 
ll table one, for on being approached, thq 
Chinese asked the advice of a local Chi- 
nese interpreter, and acting on his ad- 
vice, they hud no money for Spencer. 
The visiting interpreter came here at the 
beginning of December and stayed at the 
Dominion. While there he made his pro- 
position to one of the Chinese employees, 
to get him and friends into the United 
States on the payment of .$70, ibut tho 
Chinaman did not come in. 

From here Spencer went to Seattle, and 
a couple of days later, after two days' 
courtship, married Mrs. F. King, a dress- 
maker of that city, notwithstanding that 
he is said to have another wife at San 
Francisco, After marrying her, accord- 
ing to an interview given by the lady to 
a Seattle paper, he at once importuned 
her for money, having married her on 
the belief that she was wealthy. Failing 
to get money from hia bride, he left her 
and came here again, but still there were 
no Chinese anxious to come into his pro- 
position to get them over the line, and lit, 
went on. 

He did Seattle's Chinatown, and then 
passed on to Spokane, where he was ar- 
rested on Wednesday, charged with in* 
personating a United States oillclal. Ho 
was preparing to seek new pastures whan 
arrested in company with Maud Markley. 
a wayward girl from Montana, who is 
held iis a witness against him. At Se- 
attle, Spencer posed as an interpreter for 
the enumeration of the population of 
Chinatown, and, according to Chinese 
there, he collected several hundred dol- 
lars, although the Chinese refuse to say 
why it was given him. 

According to a despatch from Spokane. 
Spencer defies the authorities to convict 
him of any criminal charge. He denies 
impersonating a governmental olllci.tl, 
but says he is acting m- an agent for thn 
Six Companies i f San Francisco in tak- 
ing a census of the Chinese on this coast. 

Despatches from the San Francisco po 
lice authorities say that Spencer, who is 
■\~ rears of age, the son of a Portuguese 
father and Chinese mother, has served 
three terms in the prisons of that stale 
for the following crimes: August 
1889, convicted at San Francisco of for- 
tery and sentenced to five years in Fol- 
snm; May 5, 1805, convicted at San Jose 
of perjury and sentenced to three years 
at San Quetttiu; March, 7, 1808, convict- 
ed at Los Angeles of impersonating a 
United States inspector ami sentenced to 
three years at Folsom, from which place 
he obtained hi.s liberty on duly 10, 1900.

THE POUND OF FLESH. 

How the Northern Miner Contributes to 
Profits of Trading Companies. 

Tho miners and prospectors who blaze 
the way through Alaska contribute much 
of their earnings to the companies with 
whom they have to deal, for the reason 
that they cannot get supplies elsewhere, 
without taking them north themselves, 
says Mr. Brnnderbury, who arrived from 
the Copper River country a few days 
ago on the ship Mermaid. Giving an in- 
stance of what a large percentage of 
profit the American companies operating 
in the North require, he says that on a 
check drawn by the United States gov- 
ernment which lie received while north 
for 35455.23, tho company who exchanged 
it for him at Valdez charged him 12% 
per cent., and then paid him in Canadian 
money. He wanted some supplies, and 
getting his stores from them, he proffered 
payment in the Canadian lulls he had 
just received from them. They refused 
to accept these bills without 8 per cent, 
being paid for exchange. .... 

Mr Branderburv brought out with nun 
some gold from the placers found on 
Chestachina creek, in the Copper River 
country. He says the country is rich, 
and he will go in again about three 
weeks hence. The mines tire well up tho 
Chestachina, about 'JTo miles from 
Vnldes The Mulligan claim, in wliieti 
he has an interest, lias secured a town- 
site at the mines. There are now about 
125 people in the district, tho majority 
having come out to Vnldes for the win- 
ter There were about 000 Ot Vnldes. 
On Miller Gulch the claims were yield- 
ing from 40 to 02 cents to the pan. 
Cnpt. Abcrcrombie had offered If^U.OUU 
for one claim there. , 

Quite a number of drownings bad 
occurred in the Copper River country, 
and many men were lost says the re- 
turned miner. Ho saved the fives of 
two who had a narrow escape while at 
Valdes some months ago. 1 he party, 
which was crossing Valdes harbor in n 
small boat, included More. MoLachlnn 
and McFurlane. More was drowned, 
but Mr Brnnderbury saved the other 
two with ins sloop. Of this party 
headed by the drowned Mr. More, which 
totalled seven, two were drowned, one 
accidentally shot, and one died from 
natural causes. Of the H. B. Smith 
party, two were drowned in the interior, 
one 'in the Klutiaa and another at the 
head of the Copper river. \\ it hill tllC 
month prior to his leaving, though, no 
fatalities were reported. I he worst 
tragedy was that which occurred many 
months ago, when E. Logan and a party 
of eight were lost. Logan was found lo 
have been frozen on the (.lacier, but no 
word was heard ot the others. A Chi- 
cago party of three who went up the 
Klutina were also lost. 

Mr Branderbury says that not onlj 
is the Copper River country rich in 
gold, but there are large deposits of cop- 
per. He says the whole district is a 
most promising one.

New Year's Morning Affair in Gcrmania 
Saloon Being Ventilated. 

The little affair wliioh occurred in tho 
Gcrmania saloon on New Year's morning 
was the means of bringing out before 
the police magistrate yesterday some of 
the doings in certain resorts of the city. 
There are two charges arising out of 
tho occurrence. Thomas Netis, a Greek 
fisherman, is charged by William Thiem- 
son, proprietor, with robbery and threats 
of violence, the amount alleged to be 
stolen being On the oilier hand, 

Netis has sworn to an information, 
charging Thiemson with stealing $80 
from his pocket, otherwise rolling him 
when he was asleep. Only one side of 
I he case was heard yesterday, Thiemson 
giving his evidence. He said that Netis 
was in and out of the saloon all night, 
and that he had been drinking in a back 
loom with a woman. About S in the 
morning he came out of tho room and. 
walking behind the bar, picked up a 
hammer and demanded that Thiemson. 
return his money, which he claimed had 
been stolen. Being afraid, Thiemson 
went to the safe, and drawing out the 
money drawer, exhibited three $10 bills, 
which, he remarked, was all he had. Netis 
took the bills, but was not yet satisfied, 
saying that he had had $80 stolen from 
aim. and that be wanted it all back. Tha 
saloon-keeper called one of the men in 
the saloon to go for a policeman. Netis 
waited for the officer, and when he ar- 
rived laid the three i?10 bills on the bar, 
and $27, which ho took from his pocket, 
and asked that Thiemson be compelled 
to return the balance of which he alleged 
he had lost. On the other hand, Thiem- 
son charged Netis with robbery with vio- 
lence. The fisherman was taken into 
custody and was yesterday refused bail, 
while the saloon-keeper was allowed out 
on bail, the magistrate saying that it 
looked very much as though the charge 
against Thiemson had heen made in re- 
taliation. J 

After tho arrest, an officer went, 
through the saloon, and finding the'wo- 
man who hud heen with Netisi, sleeping 
in a back room, took ^ler in charge, as rt 
necessary witness. 

Both cases wore remanded until Satur- 
day. Mr. F. ITigginH appears for Netis. 
and Col. F. B. Gregory for Thiemson.
